Reference  books  such  as  dicticgL- 
aries  and  encyclopedias  are  hit- 
portunt.  Paper  bound  books  are 
acceptable  if  they  are  on  a  high 
level,  such  as  good  historical  nov¬ 
els  or  classics. 

Judges  will  look  for  evidence  ot 
a  reasonable  degree  of  usage  and 
a  concentration  in  a  particular 
field.

Students  to  Vote  on  Constitution 


After  months  of  woi“k,  the  proposed  revised  constitution  of 
the  Student  Government  Association  is  ready  for  the  approval 
or  disapproval  of  the  student  body. 

Proposed  revisions  will  be  presented  to  the  student  body  in 
an  election  next  Wednesday,  April  23.  A  majority  of  the  total 
membership  of  the  Student  Government  Association  must  vote 
for  the  proposals  in  order  to  pass  them. 

Student  Senators  gave  their  approval  to  the  proposals  at 
their  lost  meeting,  April  10.  President  J.  W,  Jones  has  also  given 
his  approval.  The  next  step  is  the  approval  of  the  members  of 
the  Association. 

Instrumental  in  the  work  of  developing  the  new  constitu¬ 
tion  has  been  Jerry  Overton,  student  body  president.  Deanie 
Sherard,  Student  Senate  secretary,  and  Dr.  Jones  have  also 
spent  many  hours  going  over  the  revisions. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  over  one-half  of  the  entire 
student  body  must  vote  in  favor  of  the  revision,  not  just  over 
one-half  of  those  voting. 

Listed  below  in  parallel  columns  are  the  present  constitu¬ 
tion  and  the  proposed  changes.  Where  no  change  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  present  constitution,  the  wording  of  the  present 
constitution  has  not  been  listed. 

Where  changes  are  proposed,  the  present  constitution  has 
been  quoted  along  side  the  amendment.

This  membership  does 
not  include  the  privilege  of 
voting  or  holding  office. 

ARTICLE  Hr — Officers — The  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  class  will  be  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer.
